NOTIFICATION FOR USE OF AADHAAR UNDER SECTION 7 OF THE AADHAAR (TARGETED DELIVERY OF 
FINANCIAL AND OTHER SUBSIDIES, BENEFITS AND SERVICES) ACT, 2016 (CENTRAL ACT 18 OF 2016) FOR 
ENROLLMENT OF BENEFICIARIES UNDER THE POLICY DIRECTION OF GOVERNMENT OF TAMIL NADU IN 
RESEPCT OF KALAIGNAR MAHALIR URIMAI THITTAM, WHICH PROVIDES Rs. 12,000/- PER ANNUM TO IMPROVE 
THE LIVELIHOOD OF WOMEN, ENHANCE THE STANDARD OF LIVING AND PAVE THE WAY FOR THEM TO LIVE 
WITH SELF — RESPECT IN SOCIETY WHICH INVOLVES EXPENDITURE FROM THE CONSOLIDATED FUND OF 
THE STATE. 


WHEREAS, as per the policy direction of the Government of Tamil Nadu, Special Programme Implementation 
Department is implementing the Kalaignar Mahalir Urimai Thittam. 


AND WHEREAS, the above said scheme implemented by Special Programme Implementation Department, 
Secretariat, Chennai-09 is funded by the Government of Tamil Nadu, which involve expenditure from the Consolidated 
Fund of the State; 


NOW, THEREFORE, in pursuance of Section 7 of the Aadhaar (Targeted Delivery of Financial and Other 
Subsidies, Benefits and Services) Act, 2016 (Central Act 18 of 2016), and in supersession of the Notification 
Number II(1)/SPI/20(i)/2023 published at pages 1 and 2 of Part II—Section 1 of the Tamil Nadu Government Gazette 
Extraordinary dated 14th July 2023, the Governor of Tamil Nadu hereby notifies the following, namely,- 


(1) An eligible individual desirous of availing benefits under the above scheme is required to furnish proof of 
possession of Aadhaar number or undergo Aadhaar authentication. 
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(2) An eligible individual desirous of availing benefits under the above scheme, who does not possess an 
Aadhaar number or has not yet enrolled for Aadhaar, is hereby required to apply for Aadhaar enrolment 
provided she is entitled to obtain Aadhaar as per section 3 of the said Act. 


(3) The applicants are hereby requested to apply in any Aadhaar enrolment center or permanent enrolment 
center (list available at www.uidai.gov.in) to get enrolled for Aadhaar: 


Provided that till the time Aadhaar is assigned to the individual, benefits under the above scheme shall be given 
to such individuals subject to production of the following identification documents, namely:- 


(a) if she has enrolled, her Aadhaar Enrolment Identification slip; and 
(b) any one of the following documents, namely :- 
(i) Bank or Post office Passbook with Photo; or 
(ii) Permanent Account Number (PAN) Card; or 
(iii) Passport; or 
(iv) Ration Card; or 
(v) Voter Identity Card; or 
(vi) MGNREGA Card; or 
(vii) Kisan Photo passbook; or 
(viii) | Driving license issued by the Licensing Authority under the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 1988); or 


(ix) Certificate of identity having photo of such person issued by a Gazetted Officer or a Tehsildar on 
an official letter head; or 


(x) any other document as specified by the Ministry of Electronics and Information Technology, Government 
of India. 


Provided further that the above documents shall be checked by an officer specifically designated by the Government 
of Tamil Nadu for that purpose. 


In order to avail the benefits in a convenient and hasslefree manner by the beneficiaries, the District Collectors 
concerned shall make a wide publicity through electronic and print media to make beneficiaries aware of the requirements 
of Aadhaar under the above scheme and they may be advised to get themselves enrolled in the nearest Aadhaar 
Enrolment Centres available in their areas, in case they are not already enrolled.
